sessing great historical value which are 
in-immediate need\of attention.

FASCINATING HISTORY. 


No epoch of California's 
fascinating 


history is more interesting or - Important 
than that during which the twenty Fran- 
ciscan missions were'established at points 
from San Diego ' t o 
Sonoma. " These 


landmarks have'been1 gradually disappear- 
ing until today but seventeen of the old 
missions remain and a, number of these 
are in a "poor state of preservation.. Each 
year their value, historically, is being 
more strongly impressed" upon the'minds 
of Californlans.' 
Unless immediate ac- 


tion !is taken, however, several of the 
most picturesque of these, reminders of 
the days of Spanish sovereignty will be- 
some .hopeless ruins. 
"One of these missions is Santa Ynez, 


founded In 1804 and' located in ..Santa 
Barbara county. 
A member of this 


committee, Grand Past Prest. Bylngton, 
recently made a,special trip ;to the mis- 
sion for the purpose of formulating plans 
for Its restoration. 


RAINS CAUSE DAMAGE. 
; 


"The committee was desirous of obtain- 


ing assistance from the 'people .of Santa 
Barbara county, .In which the- mission 
is located, as the landmark fund would 
not permit, pf .the committee assuming 
ail the , burden. 
During last winter tho 


rains, which were very severe in the vi- 
cinity of the mission, undermined the 
buttresses of the north walls, causing 
them to fall. 
-The bell tower, In which 


hung the mission bells, also collapsed. 
This tower, which J was a . distinct .fea- 
ture of Santa Yiiez mission, has been 
copied in the architecture • of numerous 
buildings throughout the state and should 
be immediately restored. 
No mission in 


the -state Is more; beautifully . situated 
or contains a greater number of relics 
and -paintings of the mission period. 


"It is estimated that it will require 


about $750 to repair the roof and ap- 
proximately $1600 to restore the bell tower 
and buttresses. 
Tour committee is in- 


formed that the amount,.tor. the repair 
of the buttresses can ba raised by those 
who reside in the vicirii.ty;:;,qr. county. It 
was also reported, but this, report has 
not been verified, that the sum necessary 
for the restoration of the bell tower-will 
be provided by the Bishop of Los An- 
geles if we repair tlie 'roofs.

Death Valley. 


— That 
Henry Delaramee and Paul Tucker per- 
ished while/going- to the. rescue of their 
partner, Harold Prince, seven years ago, 
ha.s been: settled -beyond" any doubt by 
the finding,: of their remains in" a blind 
canyon leading^off .from ..the road into 
Death, Valley.'., Landis - VPhilUps,, .who 
was one of the original searching party 
after Prince, made -the gruesome dis- 
covery..1 


While pushing through the brush In 
the blind canyon, Phillips came across 
1 a 
canteen; rust-eaten, 
caught' among 
the dense undergrowth. Further'.on the 
skeleton, Identified as that • of Tucker, 
was. -found 
wedged- In between 
two 
large bowlders. From appearances the 
unfortunate had been climbing: over the 
bowlders, missed his footing and fell In 
such .al way -that he was pinioned fast. 
The skull lay some .feet, distant, and a 
perforation resembling a pistol 
wound 
leads to the belief that Tucker ended 
his own life, rather than 
suffer- the 
agonies of slow starvation. 
This theory 
is borne out*by the finding of an old 
revolver lying among the rocks in Just 
the 'position In which 
It would 
have 


fallen had Tucker used it on himself. 


All doubt as to the 
identity of the 
remains was r-removed- -•when his watch, 
with: his name 'engraved-upon It, was

lying near 
the , pistol, having 


dropped to the ground as the clothing 
rottea .away.- Four miles beyond where 
Tucker's .skeleton was found .the

mains of ' a- second unfortuiiate

discovered, the Identification as that of

The Rhine and the Mississippi. 


Recently a comparative statement was; published shqwing that 


the tonnage transported on the Mississippi river is less than 1 per 
cent of the tonnage carried by-boat and barge on the river Rhine, a 
much shorter stream, with fewer navigable tributaries. The com- 
parison naturally provoked much comment, in which ^ the governr- 
ment and the railroads came in for not a little blame. 


But a further examination shows that the government and 


the railroads are not so blamable after all. The United States gov- 
ernment has expend.ed three times as much to improve the naviga- 
tion of the Mississippi as the German government has spent im- 
proving- the Rhine. The Mississippi flows away from" the great 
centers of population and industry, reaching the sea by a channel that 
:s unfavorably located' for ocean commerce, shifting, uncertain and 
dangerous. During the Civil War this channel wag aUqwed to fill 
up while traffic from.th? upper Mississippi valley sought the sea by 
east and west rail' routes and the water route via the Great Lakes 
and the Erie canal* Because of. the embargo of war, the commerce 
of New Orleans decayed and traffic was compelled to seek routes' 
free from peril and obstruction. 


On the other hand, the Rhine affords a direct route to the sea 


through the industrial he.art of Germany. It was an established 
artcty of commerce many centuries befpre the invention of the loco- 
motive, and its mouths were, the seats of a yast,maritime commerce 
long before America'was discovered.. Those seats, of trade remain 
ancf have grown in importance because they bring the drainage 
basin of the Rhine into-.cjo.se touch with th.s -pther great commercial 
marts of the world. Moreover, the .government built railway sys- 
tems of Germany were constructed as 'auxiliaries to the Rhine an3 
not as rivals to it as a means of transport. Hence the buijdiijg vqf 
lailroads has increased water traffic on the German r.jsrer. jnsjtead 
of drawing from it, as the American railrpads haye done frpm the 
Mississippi. 


But there is a still more potent reason why traffic on the Mis- 


sissippi has declined apd is relatively small compared tp tfi,e traffic 
on the Rhine. American railroads carry freight much cheaper than 
do the German railways. The'average cost of freight carriage by 
rail in Germany is nearly twice as high as' in the United States. In 
the middle group of States comprising New York, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Maryland, Delaware, .Connecticut and Massachusetts 
and Ohio, the cost of rail carriage p.ef ton i| }es$ thap 5ft pejr pen.): 
of the cost in Germany. .All- th-e navigable streams of cqnsequence, 
in the United States are paralleled by' railroads. It is different in 
Germany. In-this'country the rajl rates of transportation along the 
line of navigable "rivers have been reduced to the lowest competitive 
point. This has been compelled by the law of necessity. Tp g£t 
the traffic formerly carried'by water or likely to seek water routes, 
the railroads have been compelled tp make rates so low as to be 
attractive and -economical tp shippers. 


Naturally the railroads, prompted .by self-jritefest, have dis- 


couraged traffic on the rivers. A? a matter of policy they have 
inot provided terminal facilities.on the rivers, by whjch transshipment 
and interchange of freight could be mad.e .cheap and easy, but op the 
other hand, they, have.ma.de exceedingly low rates to foster "rail 
traffic.

Geographical qnd political reasons also-have, a part in making 


the Rhine the important trade thoroughfare that it ig. permany 
cnfy fronts the sea on the north. The Rhine flows to the north. 
It rises in Switzerland and enters the-sea in -Holland. The Gerjnari 
cities on its-banks could only maintain their commercial suprernacy 
by keeping the Rhine open to traffic and using it as a srehjcle p,f 
commerce. It gives them cheap freight rates and a short CHt tp 
the sea, besides direct water communication with the maritime cit- 
ies of North Germany, the Baltic seaports and the maritime centers 
of England, France and-Spain. 
The situation is altogether dif- 


ferent when we come to the mississippi. The shor£ raji^e it gives 
the central and lower sections of the Mississippi valley is handi- 
capped by. the longer sea voyage to reach" the leading ports of the 
world. 'For instance, it is nearjy twice as far by sea from New Or- 
leans to Liverpool as it is from New York to that port. 


Nevertheless there are evidences of a revival of -water - traffic 


on the Mississippi and its tributaries. A boat and barge line has 
been established between Kansas-City-and St. Louis, and another 
one between St. Louis and New Orleans. The lower valley is set- 
,tling up and the large cities are growing up on the banks of the 
Mississippi below St. Louis. The openiqg of the Panama canal will 
renew the importance of the Mississippi as a trade route, for it will 
afford an all-water highway, from the upper Mississippi valley to 
the Orient and South America—a route that will be shorter,-'cheaper 
and more direct than any other avenue of-commerce. But in any 
event the Mississippi is a salutary regulator of freight rates for the 
inhabitants of the great/central valley, of the United States. If 
it does not carry the freight it keeps down the cost of carriage. 


'

jng, and in various ways giving evidences pf astonishment; alarm, 
anger and curiosity; and investigate only to find that all the man- 
ifestations were provpkad by a small black bug-, perhapg an inch 
long, perfectly quiescent and inoffen.siye? This is a demonstration 
with which every country boy -is familiar. It illustrates the antics 
of Congress over the small mystery of the bill for painting the pier' 
ture of former .Secretary of State Day. Congress appropriated 
S2460 to pay for that picture, but the artist received only $850 for 
his work, although he receipted for the entire sum. What became 
of the balance? The transaction took place during the administra- 
tion of Colonel Roosevelt, when Hon. Elihu Root, now Senator from 
New York, was Secretary of Stats. There is no reason to suppose 
that the money was dishonestly'appropriated; on the, contrary, the 
circumstances indicate that it was used to pay for some special 
service for which no provision had been made, and which prudence 
dictated should leave no record.

But the* details of 
the transaction have apparently escaped the attention of everybody 
concerped in it, hence the curiosity of Congress js not likely to be 
gratified. 


Tfyat is about the sum and sutjstapce of the matter. Whether 


it is serious depends upon the point of view. There is, a lot of pom- 
pous fopling over the affair, but we suspect that the gentlemen who 
are making such diligent efforts tq upravef the mystery know much 
more about the affair than they pretend, and that the officials of the 
State Department are better advised than they are willing to admit. 
It is a case where it is wise to be ignorant. That is why thp big 
dog is !eft to frisk and bark in a fury of ponderous indignation over 
the little black bug it has found in the grass. It is one of the creep- 
ing^ things of diplomacy that will crawl into its hole as soon as the 
excitement has subsided.

. TACOMA, Wash., June 15.— The full- 
crew law for all railroads operating In 
the: state of ^Washington . is .attached SB' 
an "arbitrary- anfl unreasonable, exercise' 
of power," and a request made for an in- 
junction against the Civil Service Com- 
mission of the. state, the .attorney g-eneral 
and prosecuting attorneys of five different 
counties, in a .sut begun In the United 
States Circuit cour.t here by the North- 
ern Pacific railway. 
Through its local 


officials wholesale violations of the law, 
which went Into effect last Thursday, are 
confessed, and the state practically is de- 
fled to enforce the measure until the court 
first rules on Its constitutionality. 


It is the contention of the railway com- 


pany that, to comply with the law, would* 
cost $1S5, 000. additional 'a year In Its pp- 
eraltng- expenses. 
This amount, It is 


declared, would grow larger with each 
succeeding year. 


•"The company asserts rights, privileges 


and (immunities under the United States 
Constitution," states the complaint, and 
cites1 the varous officials named to ap- 
pear August 7 at Seattle ;and show rea- 
son why they should not be permanently 
restrained from -enforcing the .statutes.

ate on his resolution calling on the at- 
torney general to undertake such legal 
action. 


The Ohio senator declared at the out- 


set that tho Sherman anti-trust law was 
specific(in its authority to press such a 
suit against conspirators 
who restrain 


trade. 
Ho contended that the lawyers' 


doubts of the meaning of the statute were 
"in proportion to the size of the fees they 
receive from their clients," and that the 
Interpretation of the law by the supreme 
court of tho United States was clear. 


WHAT EXCUSE LEFT? 


"Now. with these plain findings of fact 


and, conclusions by the court that this 
statute 
has been 
violated," 
he said, 


"what reason can be given by any sworn 
court official 
for 
not continuing his 


fight against them in order to.bring them 
to the bar of justice? What excuse can 
any lawmaker or any executive official 
Kive to the people of this country for a 
failure to enforce this law, when they are 
every clay exerting themselves to punish 
infractions 
of the 
law against 
other 


transgressors with less money and less 
influence at their command? A decent 
.sense of self-respect requires the govern- 
ment either to enforce this law or to 
repeal it." 


Declaring that if criminal prosecutions 


had been undertaken when the law was 
first enforced there would have been no 
such concentration of power as exem- 
plified by either of the two corporations 
under discussion. Pornercne said that the 
nilin;,' of the supreme court must be fol- 
lowed up quickly In the most vigorous 
fashion "or the fruits of those victories 
will be lost to the government and to the 
people." 


WHO'S IN POWER? 


"Speaking for myself," he said, 
"I 


think it is high time that the American 
people should understand whether the 
Stars and Stripes are to DO the emblem 
of their power and authority, oc whether 
that emblem shall be the oil barrel or 
the tobacco tag." 
| 


The senator summarized the opinions of| 


the supreme court in both decisions, ancll 
contended that they disclosed that both! 
corporations and their officials had been! 
violating the law since its passage In 
1890. 
He declared there was precedent 


for his resolutions of Instruction to the 
attorney general, Inasmuch as the latter 
had failed to undertake the criminal liti- 
gation, although It Is provided for In the 
anti-trust law. 


CREATURE OF THE 
LAW. 


"The attorney general is but a crea- 


tnro of the law," ba said. "His office 
•was created by congress. He is clothed 
with such powers and required to per- 
form such duties as congress sees fit to 
demand of him. It can add to or It can 
take away from those powers whenever 
in Its Judgment It is deemed proper, 


"It Is not proposed that, this resolu- 
tion shall have the same force as a sta- 
tute, but it is proposed to declare to the 
department of justice in no uncertain 
way that the congress which made it and 
clothed it with power is cognizant of the' 
fact that tho law has been violated;' 
that tha court has so declared: that for 
21 years no respect has been made by 
any of those defendants to the provisions 
of the law, and that, in the judgment of 
congress, the attorney general ought to 
heein these criminal proceedings 
and 


prosecule. and the resolution instructs 
him so to <lo in order that the majesty 
of the law may be preserved." 


Senator Fomereno closed with an ap- 


peal to the senate for support at 
the 
resolution.

For Thirteen Years Battleship 


Was Submerged in Waters 


of Havana Harbor. 


HAVANA, June 15.—After having 


lain thirteen years beneath the waters 
of Havana harbor bay, the wreck of 
the battleship Maine was uncovered to 
day and the actual work of investiga- 
tion Into tho cause of the disaster Is 
to begin Immediately. 
Testerday, after a thorough Investi- 
gation or the strength o£ the coffer- 
dam enclosing the wreck, General Blx- 
bco and Colonels Black and Patrick 
pronounces the dam of sufficient sta- 
bility to resist tho pressure of the 
waters of tho bay when the waters In- 
sMc tho dam were reduced. 
This morning the bier pumpa started 
upon the .work of reducing the lavel 
from 4 i/a to 10 feet, and by afternoon 
enough of the water had been drained 
by tho pumps to reveal the quarter- 
deck and a portion of tho berth deck, 
permitting- a partial exploration of the 
highest part of the after section from 
tho storn to the break caused by the 
explosion. 


PLAN OP OPERATION. 


The engineers In charge of the work 


bollovo it will be impossible to com- 
plete the severance by blasts, In'order 
that the stern and the after two-thirds 
of the ship may be bodily lifted from 
the forward portion. The latter por- 
tion of tho wreck Is so completely 
buried In mud that It may be necessary 
to dissect it by blasts Into portable 
fragments in order to raise it at all. 
It is believed impossible to lift the 


forward section of the wreck as a 
•whole, and taking It out by piecemeal 
IB believed to be tho only method of 
raising it for Investigation. 
Tho work of recovering the bodies 


of the sailors and officers who were 
sleeping: on the berth deck at the time 
of the explosion starts tomorrow.

is believed that all the bodies will 
have been recovered in a. week or tan 
days.
